A recent editorial in the Philadelphia Record starts sev­ 
eral interesting chain* of thought. 
Under the heading, "Don't Buy a I arm, Now!", the news­ 
paper echoes a recent warning from the U. S. Agriculture D e­ 
partment* Bureau of Economics that farm valuations and larm 
mortgage* arr rising dangerously high. 
Farm land value* lose 14 per cent in the past year; in 
various state* they are from IS per cent to more than IOO per 
rent higher than IO years ago; and total farm mortgages have 
The Record says: 
"What this mean*, as Secretary of Agriculture Ander­ 
son point* out, is (hat unless the brakes are fast applied to 
credit buyirg, the country is in for another land crash such 
as struck it in 1020-21." 
And the editorial concludes with advising a "buyers* 
strike"— though not in those words; suggesting that savings be 
banked until "crop prices will come down, and the value of 
the additional land they covet will slide proportionately." 
Is this good advice or had? 
Without attempting to make a flat "yes or no" answer, 
let s look at some of the questions involved. Like all predic­ 
tions, the Record's forecast is made on certain assumptions, lf 
they are unsound, then any effort to "project" them is also of 
doubtful value. 
lo begin with, what arc the factors which have driven 
farm land values up so conspicuously during the last ten years— 
and especially so in the last five or six? 
these may be divided into two kinds: sentimental and 
economic. 
The man who becomes "homesick" for farm life, who 
craves to try out a *ide-bar tractor or Pekin ducks or Elephant- 
heart plums, on his own soil, is dealing in the field of sentiment 
rather than of economic reality. 
This is not said in derision, 
although there will be those, of course, who will repeat the 
shop-worn adage, "Everyone to his own taste, as the old lady 
said when she kissed the cow." 
In fact, the right to seek satisfaction of such desires is one 
of the great and vital functions of what w* call liberty— a right 
[which, if not stipulated in the Constitution, is fully covered as
